Here is the scoria, an out-flow of a fiery 
condition; at no other point does these 
same conditions exist. 


These boulders 
stood as the moun- 


tains stand and have been 
played upon 


by the winds of the north and south 
sea, each 
contending 
for supremacy 


until they

worn the mighty 


boulders tomere rocks, and as welook 
at them and study their shape 
and 


think of the ages through 
which they 


have stood weknow not but the chisel 
of timein the hand of the Almighty 
could have shaped them so, and caused 
these 
so-called 
playthings 
of the 


giants to crumble and dissolve. 


We 
will rest 
for a moment from 


viewingthese hills and valleys andI 
will take a step to the home of the 
Ancient Druids in Cornwall, England. 
Here we see 
the mark of the giant's 


plow, the hills which were, doubtless, 
mighty earns (the 
name for moun- 


tains) look today as though 
they were 


placed by the hands of man and which 
they said the giants

about 430 miles fromthe place we have

describing :in tho big-k Sierras. 


The mountain chain not being contin- 
uous, Itis hard to describe their exact 
position. 


* We have, however, to make 


a special study of this series of gravel 
and 
the ravines. 
We will begin at 


Rock creek 
where 
the side of the 


mountain has been 
grooved out for 


twenty-seven 
miles inlength. 
ThisI 


also claimed to be of a glacial action, 
dropping initspath millionsof tons of 
gravel in the Mojavo desert scraping 
out a path in that desert 
942 yards 


wide twisting and turning for a dis- 
tance of thirty-three miles, 
when it, 


doubtless, 
entered 
the sea. 
We can- 


not trace itslines beyond 
the distance 


we give. 
The 
Santa 
Clara 
valley, 


which was evidently its path is as now 
seen is the work of a more recent day, 
the decomposed portions and sedimen- 
tary deposits of the great scraper can 
be followed from Rock creek through 
the Mojave and Santa Clara valleys to 
the sea.

The waters of the Gila, above them, 


have been diverted by white settlers 
and instead of waving fields of green, 
they now, during the summer, look out 
upon the dry parched 
earth. 
Year 
after year they ploughed, and sowed and 
irrigated their crops,, only to see them 
witherand die before maturity owing 
to lack of sufficient irrigation water in 
the dryer months. 
A few who are 


favorably 
located 
at 
points 
where 
water appears in the dry bed of the 
Gila, can 
still 
mature 
their crops, 


others can eke out a bare existence 
by 


hauling woodor. other precarious em- 
ployments whilethe larger number bo- 
come 
more or less 
dependent 
upon 


charity 
or 
have 
degenerated 
into 


thieves and vagabonds. 


About 6,000 of these Indians are do- 
pendent for their subsistence upon the 
lands of the Reservation 
which con- 


tains* 350,000 acres, 
while the 
water 


supply in the Gila last year, owing to 
use for lands above, 
bad 
not been 


sufficient to irrigate 1.000 acres belong- 
ing to the Indians. 
Fully half the 


crops 
planted 
have 
not 
produced 


enough for seed, notwithstanding the 
great fertility of the soil. Two acres 
per Indian of irrigated land, lias been 
shown 
by 
competent 
authority, 
as 
ample land far their use and comfort. 


Government 
engineers 
have pointed 


out the solution of the problem through 
the building of a storage 
reservoir on 


the Gila which will supply water not 
only for the Pimas, but for thousands 
of other Indians whom the government 
could then move to this reservation 
and commence 
the process of education 


and.agricultural civilization. 
States- 
men have urged upon the government 
tho 
necessity 
for such 
action, 
from 
standpoints 
of justice, 
humanity and 
even economy, 
but thus far Congress 


has turned a careless 
ear to such en- 


treaties. Had the Indians been private 
American citizens, 
they 
could have 
claimed their rights and pnfprced them, 
but bemg wards of the nation, others 
havo come inand taken their wator to 
which they have had undisputed title 
for four hundred 
years, 
and tho gov- 
ernment turns 
indifferently away even 
directing its attention, 
to, new wards 


thousands 
of miles distant, 
while its 
original friends and allies are left to 
steal and beg an existence or starve. 


The United States 
has 
expended 
largo sums of money for tho introduc- 
tion of irrigationon the Indian reser- 
vations whore it is desired to educate 
tho Indian into agricultural habits as 
a means to his civilization, J^ere is, a 
tribe ofIndians who,h^ve foxcenturies 
been engftged \n agriculture by irriga- 
tion, and who. were, until reoontly tho 
only successful 
irrlgators in Arizona. 
They are now deprived of their water 
through the agency of the white man, 
directly encouraged 
by tho United 


States government. 
Is it not an im- 
perative obligation of honor ungi} 
American people, tU.at 
supply 
should b/a rpatqred to,' them? 'The only 
meant;' lies through the construction by 
the'jjovernment of a storage reservoir 
on the Gila. 
And instead of the un- 
certain ppssibility, of elevating a sav- 
age pr hostile tribe tho necessity 
pro* 
sents itself of preventing the destruc- 
tionof a civilization already attained 
among a friendly and in times past, 
hospitable people. 


The Pimas have always been friends 


of the whites and 
enemies 
of 
the 


Apaches. 
They gave aid and succor 


to the early white pioneers 
and their 


tepees 
were always open to peacablo 


whites or Indians 
when hard pressed 


by the savage 
foe. It is today their 


boast that their hands have never been 
stained by the white man's blood. It 
was under 
these conditions that they 


were joined about a century ago by the 
Maricopas 
who came as fugitives from 


the more powerful Yuraa tribe. When 
the 
belligerent 
Apaches 
broke out 


upon the warpath, the troops of the 
United States often obtained substan- 
tialaid and subsistence 
from the gentle 


Pimas. 
Their agriculture 
has 
been 


carried on entirely 
by irrigation with 


water diverted 
from the Gila river. 


The 
tribes have not only supported 


themselves, 
but have 
shared 
their 


world's goods with the poorer Indians 
to the south of them not favored by 
irrigation. 
They have learned readily 


at the government 
Indian School and 


progress 
towards modern civilization 


has been regarded 
as one of the en- 


couraging features of the Indian prob- 
lem. 
During the last ten years their 


irrigating water—their lifeblood—has 
been taken away from thorn and they 
are perforce, lapsing into indolence, 
misery and vice. 


What is the situation in this reserva- 


tion today? 
Those 
philanthropists 


who bewail tho' passing of the Ameri- 
can Indian, may well turn their atten- 
tion to the destitute condition of the 
Pirna Indians, 
brought 
about by the 


push 
of the white settler 
and 
tho 


criminal neglect of the Government, 
whose wards the Indians are.

raised corn, 
wheat, jpumpkins,

vegetables inprofusion; 


they havo lived in small villages and 
held their lands in severalty 
and they 


are expert weavers oflHnejbhinkuts and 
cotton fabrics. 
All- this has been ac- 


complished 
through 
irrigation, 
prac- 


ticed by them sinco before the discov- 
ery of the New World.

negroes ofboth estates, 
who had inter- 
married, might not be separated. 
He 


was for some years a member of the 
Virginia Assembly and in1774 ho was" 
ready .to light for the Constitutional 
rights of the Colonists. 


The news of the battlo of Lexington, 
April 19, 1775, 
called the country to 
arms and Washington, 
then a member 
of 
tho 
Continental 
Congress, 
was 
elected Comraander-in-Chicf, 
by that 
body. 
He hastened 
to tho camp at 


Cambridge; completed 
the evacuation 


of Boston; was driven from New York; 
compelled to retreat across 
New Jer- 


sey; 
often defeated 
and 
reduced 
to 


the most desperate straits, 
by disaffec- 
tion, lack ofmen and supplies, and even 
cabals wore against his authority, but 
by his calm courage, 'prudence, 
firm- 


ness and perseverance, 
ho brought the 
war, withthe aid of poworful allies, to 
a successful termination, and December 
23, 1783, the independence 
of tho thir- 


teen Colonies achieved, he retired from 
tho army to Mount Vernon. 
Ho re- 
fused pay, but kept a minute account 
of his personal 
expenses, 
which were 


reimbursed by Congress. 


The Federal States having failed to 
give an efficient government, 
Washing- 


ton proposed conventions 
for commer- 


cial purposes, 
whichled to tho conven- 
tionof 1787, of which he was a mem- 
ber, which formed the present Federal 
constitution, 
considered by him as the 
only alternative 
to anarchy 
and civil 


war. 


Attwenty-two he commanded a reg- 
iment against the French, 
whohad es- 
tablished themselves at Fort Duquesno, 
(now Pittsburgh) 
and held Fort Neces- 
sity 
against 
superior -numbers, 
until 
compelled to capitulate. 
The year fol- 
lowing, when two regiments 
wore lead 
against 
Fort 
Duquesno 
by Gonera[ 
Braddock, 
Washington 
voluntcored. 
He was the only aide not killed or 
wounded in tho disastrous 
ambuscade 
of July !),'1755. 
Ho had 
four bullet 
holes through his coat and two horses 
were shot under him. 


George 
Washington 
was 
born in 


Westmoreland 
county, Virginia, Feb- 
ruary 
22, 
1732, 
and 
was tho son of 


Augustine Washington, 
who died in 


1744. His early life was spent chiotly 
with his brother 
at Mount Vernon, 


and . with Lord Fairfax, 
who owned 


great 
estates 
in tho Virginia valloy; 


ahd in1748 ho engagod to survey those 
wildterritories for a doubloon a day, 
camping out for months in tho forest, 
inperilfrom Indians and squatters. 
Atthe age ofnineteen 
at the begin- 
ning of the Seven Year's 
War, he was 
appointed Adjutant of tho provincial 
troops, 
with the rank of Major. In 
1751, he made his J>nly 
sea voyage 
a 
trip to Barbadoe*?-with his brother, 
Lawrence, 
who died soon after and 
left George heir to his estates at Mount 
Vernon. 


Washington 
was ever alert to tho 


interests of his people. 
His life was 


spent in trying to "promote the gener- 
al welfare."

The importance of these wellscannot 


be over estimated, 
as it is possible in 


many places, 
to reclaim partiallyarid 


tracts by tapping thosaturated stratum, 
hundreds and sometimes thousands 
of 


feet below the surface. 
The condition 


ofrock formation that makes possible 
such a well, is found where a porous or 
water bearing- bed of rock, sand 
or 


gravel lies between two strata ofimper- 
vious.material, such as slate or clay, or 
granitic or other metamorpbic 
rock, 


with the rim or edges, .cropping out in 
higher altitudes. 
Sometimes the rock 


formation forms a basin-like depres- 
sion, and when the drillpierces through 
tho over-lying material, 
the pressure 


forces the water up to the surface, and 
often causes it to spout up many feet 
above the surface. 


Anartesian wellis one where an un- 


interupted flow of water pom's out of a 
vertical hole, sunk 
usually in some 


valley, where tho rock inra rises above 
the level of the valley on each side.

Inconnection 
with this model estab- 


lishment is a laboratory for the chemi- 
cal examination 
of 
the 
samples 
of 


wheat submitted for purchase. 
These 


are upon 
their arrival 
ground 
and 


passed through asieve by a small hand 
bolting mill, invented by Mr. Schweit- 
zer, which determines immediately the 
nutritive volume of the grain in gluten 
and nitrogenous matter. 


The wheat arrives in a boat, which 


is moored in the 
canal. 
Elevators 


hoist itinto bins, whence it is carried 
by an immense 
elevator to the top of 


the milland turned into the different 
cleaning 
and 
separating 
machines. 


Afterall foreign substances 
have been 


removed and the grains of wheat have 
undergone 
a thorough 
brushing and 


washing, 
they are 
clean 
and 
shiny; 


but the grooves of the wheat some- 
times retain a little dust. 
This is 


completely eliminated by a Schweitzer 
appliance, 
which,- seizing 
each 
grain 


lengthwise, 
splits 
it exactly in the 


groove.

Horses and 
wagons 
convey the dough 


from the kneading room to the bakery 
proper. ~ Tho ovens are heated by ga.«, 
the heat being regulated automatically. 
They are electric delivery wagons, too. 


As some of 'our' readers 
know, the 


whitest of fine flour contains 
only a 


part of the kernel of the wheat, and the 
least nutricious part, too. Not only is 
the husk or bran removed, but the 
hard 
outer 
portions 
of the kernel, 


which contain the most nutriment, are 
also eliminated inthe ordinary method 
of grinding flour. Mr. Schweitzer 
be- 


gins by putting a mill in his bakery. 
The stones are far enough apart to re- 
tain all of the good 
portions of the 


kernel. 
He rejects 
only 
the bran. 


Official analysis 
shows 
that he gets 


more 
nitrogenous 
matter 
into the 


bread and twice as much phosphates 
as 


there is in ordinary 
bakers' 
bread. 


Nevertheless, 
he sells it for fully a 


quarter less than the old baker's loaf, 
his price being about 5 cents for two 


Steps are now being taken to estab- 


lish inalllarge cities of France a sys- 
tem of bakeries 
invented 
by a Mr. 


Schweitzer. 
One of these has been in 


operation inParis for over six months. 
What this man undertakes 
to do is to 


obtain from the wheat all of its nutri- 
ment, and thus give the person 
who 


eats 
his bread 
better 
food 
for the 


money. It would seem as If he fol- 
lowed the Graham 
bread 
plan pretty 


closely, but he may possibly improve 
on that to some extent. 
He calls his 


product "white." 


A. New 
System 
to' Be 
Used 
by Which 


More .Nutriment Is to Be Had. 


For enlarging holes, special tools are 


required called "roamers." 


The holes are usually 
from six to 


eight inches in diameter. 
Inpassing 


through the earth above the rock it is 
called "spudding," and an iron pipe to 
fitthe hole is driven down as the drill 
progresses, 
so as to keep the sides from 


caving 
in and 
interfering. 
This is 


driven tightly into the top of the hole 
in the rock, as soou as that is struck, 
and usually makes a tight joint. One 
after another 
is screwed 
on as it is 


driven down, and sometimes this "cas- 
ing" is required for hundreds of feet. 


OIL WELL BORINU. 


The deep vertical holes for oil or ar- 


tesian 
wells are made by the uso of 


various 
contrivances, 
a description of 


which may be of interest to the readers 
of this paper. 
The drill consists 
of 


what is called a "string of tools," con- 
sisting of a bit at the lower end, of 
tempered steel, sharpened to a cuttiDg: 
edge, above this and screwed to it, are 
a series of rods from twenty-five to 
sixty feet long, the last one having- a 
loop to which the cable is- attached. 
It weighs from 800 to 4,000 pounds. 
The cable passes up to a. wheel at the 
top of the derrick, and from that to a 
windlass by means of whichthe "string 
of tools" is raised orlowered. 
Then by 


various devices a vertical motion of 
fromtwo to four feet is given, that is, 
the whole string is raised and then let 
fallthe two to four feet, and each time 
the man who manages the tools, turns 
it, by means 
of a clamp, 
part 
way 


around so that the bit cuts a round 
hole somewhat larger than itself. After 
sinking fromtwo to five feet, the tools 
are raised and the sand pump lowered, 
by means of which the pulverized rock 
or material is taken out. 
The hole is 


kept filledat least eight to ten feet with 
water, to facilitate the drilling,and also 
the removal of the debris. 
The sand 


pump consists of a sheet iron cylinder 
with a valve opening upward, at its 
lower end. 
This is churned up and 


down inthe hole a few times and then 
drawn out and emptied.
